BETTING PROCEEDS AT JAMESTOWN JOCKEY 4,- 



CLUBS TRACK WITHOUT INTERFERENCE. 



Downpour of Rain Mars Opening, But Is Followed 
by Clearing Skies — Aspirin Meets Defeat in 
Feature Race, Which Goes to Antenor. 



Norfolk, Va., April 5. — The nineteen-days meet- 
ing of the Jamestown Jockey Clul» began today under 
conditions that, were anything hut favorable, hut 
despite this a large crowd turned out. Dark clouds 
hovered over the city before the races and after 
ihe running of the second race, rain began to fall 
and con riii ued until the last race, when the weather 
again cleared. The track was heavy/ Seven layers 
lingered a hour and were kept busy during the after- 
noon. As a matter of fact there was business 
enough for many more and after things get settled 
•town a bit. it will improve. The eastern system of 
betting was employed. There was no interference 
and matters passed off smoothly. 

As to the racing the sport was tame and unin- 
teresting. Small fields went to the post in four of 
the races and all but one of the winners won by 
long margins. The stable of August Belinont fur- 
nished the only successful favorite of the afternoon 
in ihe two-year-old filly. Dragnet, which, came from 
l**hind and won going away by three lengths. Drag- 
net is a compactly built filly by Rock Sand and is an 
excclleur mml runner. 

Only one of the five starters in the steeplechase 
finished the course. Nick o’ Time being the <»nly 
starter to stand up. Woodligb tiling, touted as a 
good one. was the first That came to grief and when 
he fell at the fifth fence Merry Man and Duchesne 
tumbled, over him. At the seventh fence Jack Baker 
fell. Nope of these horses was remounted, which 
meant that there was no second or third horse 
placet! by the judges. Aspirin suffered defeat -after 
a long sequence of successes when he failed to 
I 'lace in the. fourth race, for which he was an odds- 
on favorite. He broke badly and was buffeted about 
in the early stages. This appeared to take the run 
out of him. At all events lie was never prominent. 

Starter Mars Cassidy arrived from Penning this 
morning and officiated at the harrier. He adopted 
the walk-up system and dispatched the fields 
promptly. 

.locjtey Wingfield, who had the mount on Sam 
Matthews in the fifth race, suffered a fracture of 
bis leg just above the ankle when his mount swerved 
into tin* fence while rounding the far turn. 

AMERICAN SUCCESSES ABROAD. 



The New York Sun, commenting on the achieve- 
ments of American trainers and jockeys in Euro- 
l**an countries, calls attention to the disposition of 
American race g.ters to unjustly criticize jockeys and 
trainers in this country. The Sun says: 

“Jack Joyner, probably the best trainer ever horn 
in this country, today is looked up to and highly re- 
spected in England, where he is training Harry 
Payne Whitney’s formidable string. Joyner has 
disclosed methods that all of the English trainers 
have tried to copy. He enjoys the absolute confi- 
dence of the English turf governors, together with 
that of the racing public, and his skill is regarded 
as conclusive proof that iu America we know much 
about the development of the thoroughbred. Above 
all. Joyner’s integrity, which is well known hero, 
has convinced Englishmen that racing iu this coun- 
try is not so black as it has sometimes been painted 
and that the present em harassment of the American 
turf is due to misrepresentation and bitter preju- 
dice. 

•Another famous trainer who is above reproach on 
the European tracks is William Duke, who has made 
a superb record in charge of W. K. Vanderbilt's 
stable iu France. Duke's methods have established 
a standard of excellence that the French and Eng- 
lish trainers are trying hard to equal. James H. Mc- 
Cormick, also an American citizen, has become a 
big factor on the Herman race courses and is in high 
favor. He is training for one of the richest noble- 
men in Emperor William’s country and his splendid 
achievements have reflected credit upon the methods 
of racing here. 

“It is also worthy of notice that America has 
sent over some of the best jockeys now earning big 
salaries across the ocean. Danny Maher is practi- 
eally tlie best, rider in England. He lias never been 
accused of sharp practice and the biggest turfmen 
are anxious to have him ride for them. ‘Skeets’ 
Martin is well thought of in England too. while 
Frank O’Neill, in the employ of Mr. Vanderbilt, is 
a star on the French tracks. In Germany Willie 
Shaw, Vincent Powers. Willie Knapp. Fred Herbert 
aud others who have won fame in this country will 
ride this year. Nash Turner, who once rode for 
the late W. C. Whitney, is training his own horses 
in France, while Fred Burlew is also saddling racers 
in that country. Other American trainers ami jock- 
eys are about to till engagements in Austria and 
Russia, while some of those who are still in this 
mu n try may soon decide to go abroad. 

••Considering the vigilance of the European turf 
governors, therefore, the fact that none of these 
Americans has ever been in trouble on the other 
side is pointed to as proof that American racing 
has been comparatively free from alleged crookedness 
in spite of ebarges to the contrary. In discussing 
this subject recently a steward of the Jockey Club 
said to ihe Sun man: 

•• ‘The crusade against racing here not. only has 
crippled the breeding industry, but also has driven 
away many great jockeys and trainers whom it will 
take* years lo replace. Yet these Americans have 
gor along famously in foreign countries and have 
proved to Ik* absolutely trustworthy. I maintain 
that ihe American horseman is honest, and is op- 
poses! to shady methods. In fact he is the best in 
Hie world. He possesses brains as well as carefully 
developed skill and his loss will be irreparable, 
once Danny Maher wn> wrongfully accused of being 
purposely left at the post in a Suburban Handicap 
at Sheepsfcead Bay. He was haled before the stew- 
ards of the Jockey Flub to disprove the charge ami 
this experience alone made him leave for England. 
There is no doubt in my mind that Maher was guilt 
less and that he should never have been subjected 
to such a rigid cross-examination. The best proof 
that he was honest lies in the fact that for more 
than ten years lie has ridden in England without 
causing the finger of suspicion to be i*>inted in his 
direction. The some may be said of other riders 
who have gone away from our tracks. There is too 
much hot-headed criticism of jockeys and trainers 
in this country, anfl it is chiefly the work of bad 
losers. t It has created a feeling of distrust that is 
nnwnranted. and the Jockey Flub is well aware of 
the truth of this assertion. The turf governors here 
always have striven to keep racing clean and that 
we have been successful is shown by the confidence 
placed in our trainers and jockeys abroad.' ” 



The end of March found the Texas stallion. Abe Frank, and the Kentucky stallion. Fesarion. tied for 
the juvenile sire honors of 1911.

Spokane, Wash., April 5. — The Foeur d’Alene Fair 
and Racing Association, recently organized to build 
a race track just across the state line in Idaho, is 
composed of Spokane and Foeur d’Alene capitalists. 
The officers of the association include M. I). Wright, 
president: W. E. Banders, vice-president; A. V. 
Chamberlain, secretary -treasurer. All three of these 
are prominent residents of Foeur d’Alene. Mr. 
Chamberlain fills a similar position with the Ameri- 
can Bank and Trust Company. E. S. Shelton of 
SjKikane is general manager of the association. 

The plans call for an investment of $75,000, a 
regulation mile track, with grandstand, clubhouse, 
padilock, electric lighted stables, etc. The associ- 
ation proposes to give a meeting of forty or more 
ikiys racing, beginning in mid-August, the opening 
date being not yet definitely decided. It is planned 
to give no purse of less value than $300. with two 
stakes of $1.4iftft value weekly. The track will 1 h* 
distant seven miles from Cbeur d’Alene, with lft.Oijft 
population, and twenty-two miles from Spokane, :i 
city of 123.0tJ0. 'lire transportation facilities will 
be excellent. Express trains will make the trip 
from t he track to the center of this city In thirty- 
two minutes. A four days’ fair will be run in 
connection with the meeting. An open betting ring 
will be maintained. \V. \Y. Finn is superintending 
the work preliminary to the construction of the 
track. 

WAIN WRIGHT STRING TRAINING AT DOWNS. 

Louisville. Kv. t April 5. -Fred Luzader, trainer 
for J. R. Wain wright, has a string of twelve good 
racers at Churchill Downs and when the spring 
meeting opens there on May lfi, be will have every 
one of this string in racing condition. The Waip- 
wrighf stable had a successful season at the Juarez 
«-ourse and had it not been for the mishap to jockey 
Norman Kennedy, more purses undoubtedly would 
have been placed to the credit of owner Wafn- 
wright. Kennedy, while riding one of the Scbreiber 
horses, was jammed against a fence and his left 
ankle was crushed. As a result, he was out of the 
saddle for six weeks. After that he was not at 
his best. Kennedy is now at West Baden Springs. 
He writes trainer Luzader that he expects to bo 
in fine shape for racing at the Downs this spring. 
Trainer Luzader sa # ys that Kennedy, rifling at lftft 
or j 14) pounds, is one of the best jockeys in America. 
Scaling to 103 or lftft pounds seems. Mr. Luzader 
says, to work a transformation, causing him to lose 
his vigor and deprive him of his good judgment. 
Kennedy has lost what he was formerly charged with 
possessing, a surly disposition. 

The star racer in ihe Luzader string is Trance. 
Trance has the distinction of having defeated Round 
the World at Juarez. Another good one is Intrinsic. 
Among the others are Sigurd. Royal Captive, Al Mul- 
ler. Alice George. Folly Purcell, Dr. Waldo Briggs and 
May Bride. Dr. Waldo Briggs ami May Bride were 
nor campaigned at Juarez the past winter and have 
just arrived from Lexington. This pair was taken 
no less than two months ago and are now in condi- 
tion. 

T. Tnmmire. of California, lias arrived at Churchill 
Downs with his good two-year-old. Cash on De- 
livery. He was a consistent winner at Oakland and 
Juarez. At the latter track Herman Brandt offered 
$3,500 for him. Cash on Delivery is by Santello— 
El Sonora, and is expected to cut considerable figure 
in tin* juvenile- racing of the spring meeting here. 

Louis Tauber is an «*arly arival from Jacksonville. 
He has two good horses under cover and expects to 
buy one or two more useful racers. 

The special train which left. Juarez last Monday 
is due to reach Churchill Downs tomorrow at noon. 
There are fifteen cars of racers, a sleeper, coach and 
baggage car for the accommodation of the horsemen. 
'Hie shipments include the stables of R. L. Thomas. 
J. T. Ireland. E. It. Bradley. Barney Sehreiber. Pat 
Dunne. I. II. Whentcroft. W. E. Applegate, .T. C. 
Calm, A. G. Blakeley. Powell & Parker. G. M. 
Odom. Wayne Lewis, Jack Weaver and W. J. Spears. 
The Thomas stable tills two ears. The Thomas. 
Ireland. Bradley and Wheatcroft strings will be sent 
on to Lexington. All of the other stables will stop 
at Churchill Downs. Eugene F.lroil is in charge of 
the train. In the Sehreiber shipment is Captain 
Carmody. the Missouri turfman’s hope for the $6,Oft4t 
Kentucky Derby, to la* run May lfi. Round the 
World is due in Louisville with the Juarez ship-

ADVOCATES LOCAL OPTION ON RACING. 



New York. April ft. — Richard Croker. who sailed 
today for England after having spent the winter in 
Florida, is of the opinion that racing in this country 
should be managed on the local option plan. Mr. 
( inker lias race horses of his own on the other 
side .and he has always taken great interest in the 
sport. Formerly he numbered among his friends the 
most prominent sporting men in this country, and he 
has since remained in touch with, turf happenings 
here. 

“Sinee I came across this time,” said Mr. Croker. 
”1 have been thinking over the situation and it 
seems to me a shame racing has been stopped alto- 
gether in New York State. I have a plan lhat I 
think slHMild meet with general favor. 

“Why ean’t we have racing on the same plan as 
we have the liquor traffic? Why can’t we have local 
option for race courses as well as for saloons and 
the sale of liquor generally, 'there are a great 
many persons interested I11 racing besides those who 
want to bei on the horses, and particularly in this 
country, where the people are sup|>osed to rule 
themselves they ought to be allowed to deride 
whetlier they want ’ racing or not. Submit this 
question to the people and let them decide whether 
they want the sport in their own localities or not. 

“Take Saratoga, for instance. There is a town 
where for many years racing was not only the chief 
sport, but it was also the chief means of livelihood 
of many of the inhabitants. I believe that if the 
question was submitted to the people of Saratoga 
they would lie overwhelmingly in favor of the re- 
opening of their beautiful race course. It would 
doubtless lie the same in other localities, and I 
think the people ought to have a chance to say wlinr 
they want. 

“If a law was passed making possible local op 
tion on race betting, the sport would soon he put on 
as high a plane here as it is now in England.”
